but accounts of the moſt remarkable buildings, antiquities, modern 
1mprovements, natural productions, and every other particular worthy 
the traveller's attention. The utility, therefore, of ſuch a publica- 
tion to all orders of people, and particularly to travellers, muſt be 
obvious. Indeed, the want of it heretofore had been ſo long and

many parts of the kingdom, moſt pleaſing proofs that theſe were 
not merely ideal benefits; for, wherever they are properly culti- 
vated, the face of the country wears a new aſpect: in the deſolated 
tract. where, not long ſince, ) ſhoes the appearance of population was 
to be ſeen, and the ſolitary peaſant lingered out a miſerable exiſtence 
in his wretched hovel, now agriculture is diligently cultivated, 
and the once barren wild rewards the labors of the induſtrious 
huſbandman : where the poor, diſpirited artiſt pined in idleneſs and 
poverty, now trade and manufactures flouriſh ; this is eminently 
conſpicuous in almoſt every part of the kingdom, but particularly 
ſo in the metropolis, whoſe inhabitants are now rendered ſecure in 
the diligent exertions of their induſtry by that moſt excellent and 
ſalutary regulation the new police, of which even thoſe men, 
by whom it was decried at its introduction, now confeſs the 
undeniable utility: our numerous bays, creeks, and harbours, thoſe 
natural advantages which this iſland ſo peculiarly enjoys, but which 
for ages paſt were ſuffered to remain neglected, are now rapidly 
improving: uſeful and productive fiſheries are alſo eſtabliſhing along 
our coaſts: in the interim, commerce extends her fails, and ſuch 
connections are daily forming as muſt prove laſting ſources of 
national opulence, — Hp | 
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Amidſt this increaſe of improvement, in our political and com- 
mercial ſyſtems, the promotion of Literature and Science, objects 
equally intereſting to the welfare of a ſtate, has not been neglected: 
the Royal Iriſh Academy, formed under the auſpices of the preſent 
illuſtrious Viceroy, who is himſelf a member, conſiſts of gentlemen 
of the moſt diſtinguiſhed reputation for learning, taſte and genius. 

And here it is but juſtice to remark, that for theſe acquiſitions 
we are principally indebted to the Dok k of RuTLanD, whoſe 
peculiar praiſe it is, that while, amidſt the moſt dangerous and 
alarming outrages, his Grace, by wiſe, able, and vigorous meaſures, 
effeQually oppoſed the rage of party, and ſuppreſſed the deſperate 
efforts of diſaffection; he, at the ſame time, held out every poſſible 
encouragement to ſcience, agriculture, arts, manufactures and 
commerce, which excited that ſpirit of improvement and induſtry, 
now ſo univerſally diffuſing itſelf throughout the kingdom, and 
which future ages will more impartially acknowledge. 

It is preſumed, that, for finding the places wanted, little infor- 
mation will be neceſſary, other than by referring to a very full 
mdex, where the page of the road is pointed out, and obſerving, 
that the meaſurements of the road from one ſtage to another ſhew 
the diſtance in miles, halves, and quarters, which are arranged in 
two columns: for inſtance, the firſt gives the diſtance from one 
city, town, or village, to the next; the further column, the 
number of miles from Dublin, or the commencement of the road, 
noting each different county as the traveller enters. And, at the 
end of each road, is given an account of whatever is worthy of 
obſervation, with particulars of the reſpective towns and ſeats. 

To find the road from Dublin to any city, town, or remarkable 
village in Ireland, look for the name of the place in the Index to 
the Roads, and the figure oppoſite to it refers to the page in which 
is the part of the road containing the place looked for ;—thus, from 
Dublin to Cork, the index directs you to page 216, where you find 
Cork, with its diſtance from Dublin. | 

In deſcribing the leſſer roads branching out from the greater, 
the laſt remarkable place on the great road, or the ſpot where the 
leſs turns off, is firſl given, with a reference to the page in which

CITY OF DUBLIN. 


— 


D UBLIN, the metropolis of Ire- 


land, the ſecond city in his Majeſty's 
dominions, and eſteemed the fifth 


for magnitude in Europe, is ſituated 


in the province of Leinſter, in the 
county of Dublin, at the bottom of 


a large bay. The river Liffey, 
- which here diſembogues itſelf into 
the ocean, divides the town into 


nearly two equal parts: —Formerly 
the city of Dublin was confined to 
the ſouth ſide of the river: it was a 
place of great antiquity. Ptolomey, 
who flouriſhed in the reign of An- 
toninus Pius, about the year 140, 
ſays it was antiently called Aſcheled. 


la 155, Alpinus, whoſe daughter] 


Auliana was drowned in the Liffcy, 
changed the name from Aſchcled to 


Auliana ;—it was afterwards named} 


Dublana, and -Ptolomey calls it 
Eblana. 
Dublinum and Dublin, is evidently 
derived from Dub- leara, the place 
of the black harbour or lake, or 


rather the lake of the ſea, the bay of 


Dublin being frequently ſo called. 


This city has had a variety of names. || 


The Iriſh called it Drom-cb:1l-c:11, 


the brow of a hazle wood; and, in] 


181, Eogan, king of Punſter, being 
on a royal tour, paid a viſit to this 


place, which was then called Arth 


Cliath-Dubh-Line, the paſſage of the 
ford of hurdles over the black pool: 
the harbour of Dublin was likewiſc 


| known by the name of Leas-Cliath, 


or Leam-Cliath, from Lean, or Leam, 
a harbour, and Cliath or Cliabb 
which literally ſignifies a hurdle or 
any thing made of-wicker-work ; it

alſo ſignified certain weirs formed 
with hurdles, and placed in rivers 
and bays, by the antient Iriſh, for 
the purpoſe of taking fiſh : whence 
any river or bay wherein theſe weirs 
were fixed had the name of Cliatb or 
Cliabb annexed to it, to ſignify the 
eſtabliſhment of a fiſhery, Dublin, 
therefore, being originally built on, 
or near, one of theſe harbours, was 
antiently called Bally-lean-Cliath,that 
is, the town on the filhing harbour. 
It is deſcribed, at the preſent day, 
in the Iriſh language by the appella- 
tions of Ath-Cliath, the ford of 
hurdles, and Bally-ath-Cliath the 
town of the ford of hurdles, the 
inhabitants having formerly had ac- 
ceſs to the river by hurdles laid on 
the low ma:ſhy grounds adjoining 
the water : and this name was alſo 
extended to the. north ſide of the 
river, from 2 temporary bridge of 
hurdles thrown over the Anna 
Liffey, a corruption of Auin Loui ſta, 


or the ſwift river, ſo termed from 


the rapidity of the mountain floods, |. 


This ſide was enlarged by Mac. 


'Turkill, the Daniſh prince, who, 


notwithſtanding, fixed his habitation 
on the ſouth ſide, and abandoned the 
northern town, which, from the 
original country of the. invaders, 
was called Eaſtmantown, fince cor- 
rupted to Oxmntown. King Edgar, 
in the preface to his charter, dated 
964, mentions Ireland with its moti 


noble city. [n:bilifjima crvitas] of | 


Dublin, By the Fingallians, it js 


called Divelig ; and by the Welch, | 


Dinas-Dulin, or the city of Dulin. 
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In 448, Alpin Mac. Eachard, king of 
Dublin and all his ſubjects were 
converted to chriſtianity, by St. 
Patrick. In 1146, the firit nunnery 
was built: it was ſituated on the 
eaſt ſide of the city, without the 
walls, in a village called Hogges; 
and, being dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, was tiled the nunnery of 

St. Mary de Hogges: Andrew's 
church now ſtands on 2 part of the 
ſcite of it; and, from the village of 
Hogges, was derived the name of 
Hogge Hill, lately changed to An- 
drew-ltreet, 
Hoggin Green, now College Green, 
formerly a place for the execution 
of malefactors. After the ſuppreſ- 
ſion of religious houſes, this nun- 
nery was granted, by Edward VI. 
to James Segrave and his deſcend- 
ants for ever. It was firſt founded, 
by Dermot Mc, Murrough, king of 
Leinſter, for nuns following the 
rule of St. Auguſtin; but none 
were admitted into it under the age 
of 30 years. ; 

In 1166, the ſame monarch founded 
the priory of All Saints, for Auguſ- 
tinian canons of the order of Aroacia. 
In 1538, it was granted to the citi- 
zens of Dublin, who reſigned it for 
the ereftion of an univerſity in 
1890, when the whole building, 
except the ſteeple was demoliſhed ; 
and the following year, on the ſcite 
of this priory, the foundation of 
Trinity College was laid. 5 

Beſide theſe religious houſes, there 
were alſo the following : 

St. Mary's Abbey, (the ſcite of which, 
on the welt ſide of Capel-ſtreet, ſtil! 
retains the name). It was built by 
the Danes, in 948, for Benedictinc 
monks; who gave it up for the ac- 
commodation of the Cittertian order, 

in 1139. 

The priory of St. Sepulchre*'s was 
ſituated on the N. fide of Kevin- 
ſtreet. Neither the founder's name 

nor the period in which it was firſt 
built are certainly known; but it is 

thought to have been the ſame 
priory for knights templars, men- 
tioned in the life of St. Patrick, 


as well as that oi} 


which was erected at a place called 


Caſgot, in that quarter of the ſub- 
urbs. From Speed's plan of Dublin, 
taken in 1610, this priory appears 
to have been a large building, with 
a conſiderable extent of ground be- 
longing to it, ſurrounded by a ſtrong 
wall in which were two lofty portals 
on the north ſide, and two ſmaller 
gates on the ſouth ; nearly oppoſite 
to one of the ſouth gates Rood ano- 
ther antient edifice, diſtinguiſhed in 
the plan by the name of Church on 
Paul. | 

The nunnery of St. Mary les Dames, 
was ſituated without the eaſt gate, 
called from thence Dame's-gate; 
and Dame-itreet, at the weſt end of 
which the gate ſtood, allo had its 
name from this nunnery. 

The abbey of St. Olave, built by a 
colony from Briſtol, for ſuch of their 
countrymen as ſhould embrace the 
order of St. Auguſtin. It was ſitu- 
ated at the ſouth ſide of Caſtle-ſtreet, 

(where Cole Alley is now built) and 
the paſſage leading to it was from 
Ship-ſtreet, where there is ſti!] to be 
ſcen in the town wall the marks of 

the portal called St. Auguitin's gate. 

The monaſtery of Witeſchan was 
erected on or near the Coombe, for 
Friars de Pœnitentia, or Sac Friars, 
who came into Ireland about the 
year 1268. ; | 

The abbey of St. Thomas, founded 
by William Fitz-andelm, butler to 
Henry III. in 1172, for canons of 

St. Victor. In 1545, Henry VIII. 
granted it with all its juriſdictions, 
and a carrucate of land called 
Dotiower, to Willliam Brabazon, 
Eſq; anceſtor to the preſent Earl of 
Meath. It was ſituated in that part 

of the Earl of Meath's Liberty now 
called Thomas Court. 

The priory of St. John the Baptiſt, 
erected by Alured de Palmer, in 
1188, was ſituated on the north fide 
of Thomas-ſtreet, and to the weſt- 
ward of the preſent cite of the 
market houſe, A Roman catholic 
chapel called St. John's chapel is

built on part of the ſcite of this | 


priory, of which there are now no 
other remains but the ruins of the 
ſteeple. |

| The priory of St. Saviour, founded 


about the year 1202, by William 
Mareſchal, Earl of Pembroke, for 
Ciſtertian friars, Who gave it to the 


Dominicans in 1224, was fituated|| 


on the northern bank of the river, 
to the eaſtward of the Old Bridge. 
Queen Elizabeth granted it to the 
Duke of Ormond for ever. It was 
afterwards appropriated to the uſe of 
the Lawyers, and called the King's 
lans, from whence the Inns Quay 
has its name. Part of the ruins 
remained till the year 1776, when 
they were entirely cleared away; 
and a magnificent building is now 
erecting on the ſite, for the courts 
of law and public offices, 


The monaſtery of St. Francis was built 


in 1236, on a piece of ground given 
for the purpoſe by Ralph de Porter, 
in that quarter of the ſuburbs called 
Francis-!treet. 


The monaſtery of the Holy Trinity, 


founded in 1259, by the family of 
Talbot ; it ſtood on the preſent ſite 
of Crow-ttreet theatre. 


The monaitery for Carmelites or white 


friars, was built about the year 
1278, by Sir Robert Bagot, chief 
juſtice of the king's bench. The 
parliament ſat in this monaftery in 
1333. Queen Elizabeth granted it 


to Francis Aungier, who was created 


baron Longford in 1621, and on the 
antient ſite Whitefriar-{treet, Aun- 
gier-ſtreet, Longford-ftreet, &c. are 
erected. 


A priory for knights templars was 


founded at Kilmainham, in 1174, 
by Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke; 
it was eſteemed one of the moſt 
ſpacious buildings in the kingdom, 
The royal hoſpital of Kilmainham 
is erected on the lite. 


To theſe religious foundations may be 


alſo ſubjoined: the church of St. 
Michacl le Pole, on the weſt ſide 
of great Ship- ſtrect; cloſe to it was 
one of thoſe antient round towers 


peculiar to Ireland, and the only 


one of the kind within the precincts 
of the metropolis; it remained 
ſtanding and in tolerable preſervation 


St, Stephen's 


church was on the S. fide of Ste phen- 


ſtreet; and a little to the weſtward 
was another called St. Peter's: theſe 


were both ſtanding in 1610, but 


there are now no remains of either. 
The hoſpital. of St. Stephen was 
erected on the preſent fite of 
Mercer's hoſpital. Stayne hoſpital 
was founded by Henry de Londres, 
in 1220: it ſtood without the walls, 
but the exact ſituation is doubtful. 
Allen's hoſpital was built in 1500, 
by John Allen, Dean of St. Patrick's, 
for the reception of ſick poor: it 


was ſituated near the deanry houſe 


in Kevinsſtreet. 


ln the year 498, the Oitmen or Danes 


having entered the Liffey with a 
fleet of 60 fail, made themſelves 
maſters of Dublin, and the adjacent 
country, and ſoon after environed 
the city with walls, About 1170 


Dermot Mac Murrough, king of 


Leiniter, having quarrelled with 
the other princes of the kingdom, a 


confederacy was formed againſt him | 


by Roderick O' Conor, monarch of 


Ireland. Dermot applied to Henry 


II. King of England, who ſent over 
a number of Engliſh adventurers, 
by whoſe aſſiſtance he was reinſtated 
in his dominions; and in the year 


1171, the deſcendants of the Danes | 


ſtill continuing to hold poſſeſſion of 
Dublin, it was beſieged and taken 
by a powerful party of the Engliſh 
under Raymond le Groſs. Mac 
Turkill the Daniſh king eſcaped to 


his ſuipping: he returned, however, | 


ſoon after, with a ſtrong fleet, to 
recover the city, but was killed in 
the attempt, and in him ended the 
race of Eaſterling princes in Ireland, 


In 1172, Henry II. landed at Water- 
ford, and obtained from Richard, | 


Earl of Strongbow, (who married 
the daughter of Dermot Mac Mur- 
rogh, and, by compact, was his ſuc- 
ceſſor) a ſurrender of the city of 
Dublin, where he built 2 pavillion 
of wicker work, near St. Andrew's 
church, then ſituated where Caſtle- 
market lately ſtood, and there enter- 
tained ſeveral Iriſh princes, ho 


voluntarily ſubmitted to him, on | 


condition of being governed by the 
ſame Jaws as the pcoplę of England. 
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Henry alſo held a parliament here; 
in 1173 he granted his firſt charter 
ts Dublin, and by divers privileges 
encouraged a colony from Briſtol to 
ſettle here. 
1210, upwards of 20 Irifh princes 
Tworg allegiance to King John, at 
Dublin; engaging to eſtabliſh the 
Engliſh laws and cuſtoms in the 
kingdom; and in the ſame year 
courts of judicature were inſtituted. 
In 1216, magna Charta was granted 
to the Iriſh by Henry III. an entry 
of which was made in the red book 
of the Exchequer at Dublin: in 
1217, the city was granted to the 
citizens in fee farm, at 200 marks 
pet annum; and in 1227, the above 


monarch ordained that the charter] 


granted by King John ſhould be 
kept inviolably : in i 404, the ſtatutes 


of Kilkenny and Dublin were con-] 


firmed in a parliament held at this 
city under the Earl of Ormond. 
The charter of the city of Dublin 
was renewed in 1609, by James 1. 


The civit government of the city 


was antiently under the manage- 
ment of a provolt and bailiffs; in 


1308, John le Decer was appointed 


the firſt provoſt, and Richard de 
St. Olave and John Stakebold, 
bailiffs : in 1409, the title of the 


chief magiſtrate was changed to that 


of mayor, when Thomas Cuſack 
was appointed to the office, Richard 
Bove and Thomas Shortall being 
bailiffs ; the office of bailiffs was 
changed to ſheriffs, in 1547. In 
- 1660, Charles II. gave a collar of 
SS. and 2 company of foot guards 
to the mayor; and in 1665, this 
monarch conferred the title of 
lord mayor on the chief magiſtrate, 
to whom he alſo granted gool. per 
annum in lieu of the foot company. 


Sir Daniel Bellingham was the firſt | 


lord mayor of Dublin; Charles 
Lovet and John Quelſh were ſheriff 
the ſame year, In 1672, Arthur 


Earl of Eſſex introduced new rules| 
for the better government of the 


city z and in 1683, the Tholſel was 
built, for the purpoſe of the magiſ- 


trates meeting to hold their courts, |:

gate formerly ſtood; and, from a 

plan, publiſhed by John Speed in | 
1610, it appears that they were con- | 


tinned to Ormond's-gate, or, as it 


has been ſince called, Wormwood- | 


gate, from thence to the Old-bridge, 
and along the banks of the river 


to a very large portal called New- | 
man's tower, nearly in the preſent | 


ſite of the ſouth entrance of Eſſex-

By comparing this account of the an- 
tient ſtate and boundaries of the 
metropolis, with the following 


deſcription of its preſent extent, 
population and magnificence, an 


idea will. be readily formed of the 
amazing increaſe and improvement 
it hath experienced within the pre- 
ſent century. | 
Dublin is ſeated in view of the ſea on 
the eaſt, and a fine country, which 
ſwells into gently-riſing eminences 


on the north and weſt, while it 
towers boldly up in lofty mountains 


that bound the horizon on the ſouth, 
The city itſelf cannot be ſœen to full 
advantage on entering the harbour: 
but the approach to it from thence 
exhibits a ſine proſpect of the coun- 
try for improvement and cultivation, 


interſperſed with numerous villas, 


that have a moſt agreeable effect to 
enliven this delightful ſcene, which, 


beginning at the water's edge, is 


continued all over the coaſt to the 
northward of the bay as far as the 
eye can reach, and is finely con- 
tralted by a diſtant view of the 


Wicklow mountains to the ſouth, }{ 
where the conical hills, called the 


Sugar-loaves, contribute not a little, 
by the fingularity of their appear- 
ance, to embelliſh a landſcape, ſo 
extenſive and pictureſque as not to 
be equalled by any natural ſcenery 
in Europe, but the entrance of the 


bay of Naples, to which it bears a 


very ſtriking reſemblance, 


The torm of Dublin is nearly a ſquare, X 


a figure that includes the largeſt 
area proportioned to its circum- 
ference. 
at Kilmainham, at the weſtern extre- 


mity of the town, to the eaſt end of 


Townſend-ftreet, the length is two 
miles and an half, and its greateſt 


breadth is computed to be of the 


ſame extent: hence the city is about 
10 miley in circumference, Its in- 


creaſe within the laſt twenty years 


has been amazing: it now contains 
about 22,000 houſes, whoſe inhabi- 
tants are eſtimated at 156,000 ſouls.

Dublin, with re ſpect to its ſtreets, bears 
4 near reſemblance to London. | 
Some of the old ſtreets were for- 
merly narrow: but this defect is | 
now in. a great meaſure remedied by 
an act of parliament, paſſed in 1774, 
for opening the public avenues, 
ag down ſign-poſts, paliſades, 
ack ouſes, &c, new paving the 
reets, and flagging the foot paſ- 
' ſages : and, in 1785, another act 
paſſed for the better paving, cleanſ- 
ing, and lighting the city; in conſe- 
quence of which an additional num- 
ber of globes with double burners 
were put up at the diſtance of 36 
fect from each other. Theſe ne- 
ceſſary improvements contribute ex- 
ceedingly to the beauty and conye- 
nience of the metropolis: the new 
ſtreets are wide and commodious, 
the houſes lofty, uniform and ele- 
gant; nor are ſeveral of the old 
itreets totally deficient in theſe reſ- 
pects: Sackville-ſtreet, or the Mall, 
which, though built upwards of 49 
years ago, has been included in the 
number of our new ſtreets, b 
all the late geographers (a. fell. 
evident proof that theſe writers 
had not even ſeen the city) is a | 
noble avenue, with 2 gravel walk in 
the centre, - encloſed by a wall of 
about 3 feet high; this walk is 36 
feet and a half broad, and the diſ- 
tance between it and the paliſades 
frenting the houſes on either fide 
is 42 feet and a half; when the 
new cuſtom-houſe is completed, 
this ſtreet. will be then a moſt 
deſirable ſituation for wholeſale 
merchants, not only on account of 
its proximity to that building, but 
its great depth in the rere. Some 
years ago, it was eſteemed one of 
the fineſt public avenues in Europe: 
many of the new ſtreets, however, 
in this city are now much ſuperior 
to it in the magnificence and unitor- 
mity. of the houſes. Among theſe, 
on the north ſide of the river, in 
the fame quarter with Sackville 
{treet, are Gardiner's-row, north 
great George's-itreet, Granby-row, 
Cavendiſh-row, and. Palace-row : 
the laſt three form a ſuperb ſquare, 
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having the garden of the lying-in- 
hoſpital in the centre: the old wall 
that encompaſſed the garden has 
been lately taken down; there 1s 
now a full view of this delightful 
ſpot ſurrounded with iron paliſades, 
and upwards of 100 globes with 
double burners diſpoſed at equal 
diſtances, which, added to the globes 
from the ſurrounding houſes, have 
a moſt brilliant effect. This ſquare, 
which, for its ſize, is not, perhaps, 
to be equalled, has lately received 
the name of Rutland-ſquare, in 
compliment to his Grace the preſent 
Duke of Rutland, who contributed 
munificently towards the improve- 
ments in the encloſure of the new- 
garden and the erecting an elegant 
edifice for a ball and ſupper rooms, 
now nearly finiſhed, ſituated to the 
eaſt of the hoſpital. 

1 Among the new ſtreets and buildings 
on the ſouth fide of the river, thoſe 
wherein perſons of diſtinction re ſide, 
lie chiefly to the eaſtward of the 
college and Stephen's-green ; which 
laſt, though it does not rank with 
the new buildings, poſſeſſes much 
grandeur and elegance, being one 
of the largeſt ſquares in Europe ; it 
is an Engliſh mile in circumference, 
ſurrounded by a gravel walk planted 
on each fide with trees; within this 
walk is a ſmooth level meadow, 
having in the centre an equeſtrian 
ſtatue of the late king: there are 
ſeveral fine edifices, though almoſt 


all differing in the ſtile of their ar- 


chitecture; this variety, however, 
is eſteemed by many rather a beauty 
than a defect: but, beſides the 
. other ſtreets and buildings in this 


quarter, there is a new ſquare 


which will be nearly as extenſive 
as Stephen's-green, calied Merion- 
ſquare : it was laid out ſome years 
ago, by the late Lord Fitzwilliam; 
the buildings are now conſiderably 
advanced, and great encouragement 
has been given by the preſent noble 
proprietor ; the houſes on the north 
tide, which is quite finiſhed, are 
uniform and lofty ; moſt of them, 
being carried up with hewn ſtone to 
the firſt ſtory, gives the whole an air 


of ſtrength, beauty and magnificence. 
At the ſouth weſt angle of Stephen's 
green, a new ſtreet has been alſo 
opened, called Harcourt-ſtreet, in 
which are feveral elegant ſtructures 
that merit notice, particularly the 
town reſidence of the Right Hon. 
Lord Earlsfort. 

The principal entrance to the walks of 


Stephen's-green is on the weſt fide ] 


oppoſite the end of York-ſtreet, ' 
(which may be properlyclaſſed among 

the new ſtreets) as all the old houſes 

have been pulled down and modern 

buildings erected in their room. 

Thoſe parts of the city inhabited by 

merchants and traders begin to wear 

a new face; and amongſt this num- 

ber the new "buildings, of Dame- 

ſtreet on the ſouth ſide, exhibit an 

extenſive, uniform and beautiful 

range of houſes all of an equal 

height: the ſhop doors and windows 

are formed by arches, exactly ſimilar 

in their conſtruction and ornaments, 

which are ſimply elegant: when the 
other ſide of this ſtreet ſhall be re- 

built, it may be juſtly pronounced 

one of the firſt trading ſtreets» 
in Europe: and Parliament-ſtreet, 

which was built ſome years ago, is 

now nearly equal to any trading 

ſtreet in London. 


The river Liffey, being | banked in 


through the whole length of the 
ton, Exhibits ſpacious and beauti- 
ful quays, where veſſels. below the 
bridge load and unload before the 
merchants doors and warehouſes: it 
is navigable as far as Efſex-bridge. 
This bridge was firſt built in 1681, 
and took its name from the unfor- 
tunate Earl of Eſſex, then viceroy 
of Ireland. It was taken down in 
1753, and rebuilt in an elegant form, 
after the model of Wettminſter 
bridge, but much better propor- 
tioned, and on a more ſceure foun- 
dation. It has five arches, the but- 
treſſes between which ſupport ſemi- 
circular niches that proje& from 


the parapet ; there are balluſtrades | 


between theſe niches and continued 
to the ends of the bridge, which is 
commodiouſly flagged for foot pal- 


ſages; the whole conſtructed with 
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There are four bridges beſides this 
over the river; three of which have 
nothing to recommend them, fur- 
ther than the antiquity of the Old- 
Bridge, which was erected in this 
city at à very early period, when 
it had the name of Dublia-Bridge ; 
it was rebuilt in 1428, fince which 
time it received its preſent title, 


Bloody-Bridge, built in 1671, was| 


originally conſtructed with wood, 


and derives its preſent harſh appel- 
lation from an attempt to break it} 


down, wherein four perſons were 
killed. Ormond-bridge was built in 
1684, during the Ormond adminiſ- 
tration. Arran-bridge, now called 
Queen's-bridge, was erected in the 
ſame year; but, being deſtroyed by 
the floods in 1763, was rebuilt of 
- hewn ſtone, and finiſhed in 1768. 
Is conſiſts of three arches, with 
flagged foot paſſages, one balluſ- 
trades and ornamental decorations, 
in a handſome light ſtile, admired 
by every amateur of the arts, 

This city has 2 cathedrals, 18 pariſh 
churches, 2 chapels of eaſe, 15 Ro- 
man-catholic -chapels, 6 meeting- 
houſes for pi#ſbyterians, i for ana- 
baptiſts, 4 for methodiits, 2 for 
quakers, a church for French Cal- 
viniſts, a Daniſh, and a Dutch 
church, and a Jewiſh ſynagogue. 


4 Chriſt-church, or the Holy Trinity, 


built in 1038, by Donat, biſhop of 
Dublin, to whom Sitricus, the ſon 
of Amlave, king of the Oſtmen of 
Dublin, granted the fite for that 
purpoſe, ſtands on the ſummit of 
the riſing ground at the head of 
Winetavern-ſtreet. It is a vene- 
rable Gothic pile; and its preſent 
appearance evinces its antiquity, | 
St. Patrick's cathedral, firſt built by 
archbiſhop Comyn, in 1190, and 
decorated by archbiſhop Minot, in 
1370, with a ſteeple, on which a 
loity ſpire was erected in 1750, is 
allo a fine Gothic ſtructure : it ſt ands 
on the eaſt ſide of Patrick- ſtreet: 
the monuments here are more 
numerous than in Chriit-church ; 
and the iteeple is the higheſt in the 
city. ä 
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he wn ſtone in a very fine taſte. St. Werburgh's church was originally 


built in a very early age. In 1301, 
when a great part of the city was 
conſumed by an accidental fire, this 
church ſuffered in the conflagration: 
it was burnt a ſecond time in 1954, 
and repaired in its preſent beautiful 


form in 1759. The front and ſteeple 


are admired for their elegance, 
lightneſs and ſymmetry :; the ſpire 


"is a fine octagon ſupported by eight 


pillars; and a gilt bail terminates 
the whole, being 160 feet from the 
ground. | 


Catharine's church, firſt built in 1105, | 


and re-edified in its preſent form in 


1769, is fituated on the ſouth ſide 


of Thomas-ſtreet. 


St. Thomas's church is the lateſt 


foundation of the kind in this city, 
having been begun ia the year 1758, 
and finiſhed and conſecrated in 1762. 
It is ſituated on the welt fide of 
Marlbofough-ſtreet, oppoſite Glou- 
ceſter-ſtreet, to which it forms an 
elegant termination. 


The other churches ia this city are; 


on the north ſide of the river, Mary's, 
Michan's, and Paul's; on the ſouth 


' ſide, James's, Luke's, Kevin", 


Peter's, Bride's, Nicholas within, 
Audeon's, Michael's, Mark's, Anne's, 
John's, and Andrew's; this laſt is 
called alſo the round church, from 
its form being exactly circular: 
moſt, if not all the others were built 
in an early age: many, however 


of theſe are not totally devoid of 
elegance, particularly Anne's. St. 
John's, in Fiſhamble-ſtreet was re- 


built in 1773, and has now a hand-

2nd preparations are making to tront 
the north and weſt ſides in a ſimilar 
manner, from a deſign of Mr. 
| Gandon's: thus inſulated, the whole 
will form ſuit of ſenatorial apart- 
ments matchiels in elegance and 
convenience. 
The College, founded by Queen 
Elizabeth in 1591, is ſituated at the 
eait end of College-green; It is a, 
raoſt beautiiul ſtructure, conſiſting 
of two ſpacious ſquares, the firſt of 
which contains the refectory, the old 
hall and chapel, and the new thea- 
tre for lectures and examinations; 
the front of this laſt building is finely 
decorated with Corinthian columns 
ſupporting a pediment; and over the 
front of the old hall, on the eaft fide 
of this ſquare, a handſome ſteeple 
riſes crowned with a cupola. In 
the other ſquare, which conſiſts 
partly of brick buildings for the 
ſtudents, there is a ſuperb library, 


extending through its whole length 


on the ſouth ſide ; behind this ſquare 
there is a fine park. The welt fide 
of the firſt ſquare which is built with 
Portland ſtone forms the grand front, 


upwards of 300 feet in length, orna- |

The printing-office is a neat hand-

The College of Dublin is an univer- 


ſity in itſelf conſiſting of a provoſt, 
vice-provoſt, ſeven ſenior and fifteen 
junior fellows, and ſeventy ſcholars 
of the houſe; the number of ſtudents 
is generally about four hundred : it 
has allo profeſſors in divinity, com- 
mon and civil law, phyſic, Greek, 
modern languages, mathematics, 
oriental tongues, hiſtory and oratory, 
modern hiſtory, natural philoſophy, 
anatomy and ſurgery, 8 
and botany.

The Royal Hoſpital at Kilmainham 


for the ſupport of invalids of the Iriſh 
army was founded by King Charles 
II. on a plan fimilar to that of 
Chelſea in England. The building 
was completed in 1683, and coſt 
upwards of 23, 500l. It is ſituated 
at the weſt end of the town on a 
riſing ground near the ſouth fide of 
the river, from whence there is an 


.caſy aſcent to it through ſeveral 


rows of tall trees. This edifice is 


of a quadrangular form, encloſing a 


ſpacious area handſomely laid out in 
graſs plots and gravelled walks: an 
arcade is carried along the lower 
ſtory in each ſquare to the entrance 
of the hall and chapel, which are 
both curiouſly decorated ; in the 
former are ſeveral Wwhole-length 
portraits of royal perſonages and 
other diſtinguiſhed characters. 


Dr. Steevens's Hoſpital, the founda- 


tion of which was laid in 1720, is 2 
neat quadrangular building, plea- 
ſantly ſituated on the banks of the 
river near the weſt end of James's- 
ſtreet, from whence a gravelled 
walk leads by a gentle deſcent to 
the entrance of the Hoſpital, and is 
continued from thence to the water's 
edge.

by the curious. At what period the 
great deer (called by the antient Iriſh 


Oamh dMilTd, or the wild ox) 


was firſt known here, or how long 
theſe ſtately animals remained in 
the kingdom before the ſpecies was 
extinguiſhed, is uncertain ; but their 
ſkeletons are generally found in 
a ſtratum of marle that has been

covered with bog. On the ſee | 
lands of the biſhop of Dromore were 


found, in 1783, ſimilar horns, Which 
meaſured from tip to tip 14 feet 4 
inches, as alſo almolt the entire 
ſkeleton, in the moſt perfect preſer- 
vation, of the enormous animal that 


wore them, who, from the length of 


the bones of his fore - leg, is judged 
to have been about 20 hands high, |

ſepulchre of ſome celebrated war- 
rior, ſuch being commonly found in 
or near moſt forts and camps of any 
conſequence, and known to have 
been a practice of the Danes. | 
Near 2 mile beyond Lurgan-green, on 
the L. is Clermont, a fine and delight- 
ful ſeat of the Earl of Clermont. 
Dundalk is a very large, antient, and 
thriving town, with a wide ſtreet, 
near 2 mile long, and a very fine 
market-houſe, near the entrance 
from Dublin. la the reign of | 
Edward II. it was a royal city, and 
the laſt we read of, where a monarch 
of all Ireland was actually crowned, 
and reſided, It was formerly very 
ttrong, and had many towers and 
ſmall caſtles in it. It is very advan- 
tageouſly ſituated for a molt exten- 
ſive inland trade, and the port is very 


ſafe for ſhipping. The bay has good 


moorings at all times, in four to 


upwards of eight fathom water, with 
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"To Newry, and Donaghadee. 
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very good land-marks, either for 
bringing up to, or making the har- 
bour ; and in croſſing the bar at high 
water, or ordinary neap tides, there 
is from fifteen to eighieen feet water. 
The only cambrick manufacture in 
Ireland is carried on in this town. 
On the L. of Dundalk is a ſeat of the 
Earl of Claabraſſil, having fine and 
ſpacious-gardens belonging to it. 
Oppoſite to J one ſborough, on the R. is 
Ravenſdale Park, the ſear of T. ]. 
Torteſcue, Eſq; theſe extenſive and 
delightful demeſnes were judiciouſly 
laid out and finely cultivated by. the 
late Rt.

Newry is one of the moſt conſiderable 
towns in the county, and is ſeated on 
the Newry Water, which is a bound- 
ary weſtward. It is almoſt ſurrounded 
by mountains and rocky hills, except 
to the north and north-weſt, where 
a proſpect opens into a good country, 
through which the canal is now car- 
ried, that runs to Lough Neagh.

1210. Formerly it muſt have been 
a very fine pile of building, and 
ſeems by its ſituation deſigned to de- 
fend a narrow pals at the foot of the 
mountains, cloſe by the fea, where 
but a very few men can march 
abreaſt, dangerous rocks and a deep 
ſea being below on one fide, and very 
high mountains on the other, the 
leaſt ſeven hundred yards perpen- 
dicular. The foundation of it is a 
- folid rock, waſhed by the ſea, and 
ſome of the walls are eleven feet, 
thick. On one fide of it there ap- 
pears to have been a platform or 
battery, which might probably have 
been adapted for the defence of the 
harbour. The old town of Carling- 
ford ſeems to have been originally 
a collection of ſmall caſtles, which 
appear to have been the common 
kind of habitations in this coun- 
try, and the manner of building in| 
- thoſe days; Dundalk formerly hav- 
ing alſo been full of the like tort of 
dwellings. On the oppoſite end of 
the town to that of the caſtle, there 
are ſtil] to be ſeen the ruinous re- 
mains of a fine monaſtery ; and not 
far from it, upon the ſummit of a 
neighbouring hill, a ſpacious burying 
ground, and a little church or chapel 
adjoining it. By reaſon of the poſi- 
tion and height of the neighbouring 
mountains, the inhabitants of the 
town, great part of the ſummer

The bar, or entrance into this lough, 
is about 3 miles below Strangford. 
There is a long reck at the entrance 
in the middle of the paſſage, dange- 
rous to ſtrangers, on account of the 
force of the current;

It is worthy of obſervation, that the 
ranges of pillars are more perfect in 
proportion as they lie deeper: 
this is the caſe alſo with the pillars 
of the Cauſeway, which run into 
the ſea, being more cloſe and uni- 
form than thoſe at land. 

The promontory of Fairhead raiſes its 
lofty ſummit more than 400 feet 
above the ſea, preſenting a rude 
maſs of vaſt columnar ſtones, many- 
of them near 150 feet long. A ſa- 
vage wildneſs characteriſes this great 
promontory; at the foot of Which 
the ocean rages with uncommon fu- 
ry. Scarce a ſingle mark of vege- 
tation has yet crept over the hard 
rock, to diverſify its colouring, but 
one uniform grayneſs clethes the 
ſcene all round. It forms a fine con- 
traſt with the beautiful capes of 
Bengore, where the varied brown 
ſhades of the* pillars, enlivened by 
the red and green tints of ochre and 
graſs, caſt a degree of life and chear- 
fulneſs over the different objects. 

It is reported, that after the defeat of 
the Spaniſh armada, one of their:

It has a great deal of wood, much 
of which is old, and forms deep 
ſhades, and open, cheerful groves, 
The trees hang on the ſlopes, and 
conſequently ſhew themſclves to the 
beſt advantage. A reach of the 
lake paſſes before the houſe, which 
is ſituated near the banks among 
ſome fine woods, which give both 
beauty and ſhelter, This ſheet of 
water, which is three miles over, 
is bounded in front by an iſland of 
thick wood, and by a bold circular 
hill, which is his lordſhip's deer- 
park; this hill is backed by a con- 
fiderable mountain. To the R. 
are four or five clumps of dark 
wood; and as many iſlands, which 
riſe boldly from the lake, the water 
breaking in ſheets between them, 
and forming a ſcene extremely pic- 
tureſque. On the other ſide, the 
lake ſtretches behind wood, in a 
ſtreight, which forms Belliſſe. His 
lordſhip has made walls round the 
. iſland, ſrom which there is a conſi- 
derable variety of proſpe&t, A tem- 
ple is built on a gentle hill, com- 
manding a view of the wooded 
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iſlands above · mentioned; but the 
moſt pleaſing proſpe& of them is 
coming out from the grotto: they 
appear in an uncommon beauty; two 


ſeem to join, and the water that 
flows between, takes the appearance 
of a fine bay, ppojeRing deep into a 
dark wood. The park riſes above 
them, and the whole is backed with 
mountains. The home ſcene at your 
feet allo is pleaſing; a lawn ſcatte- 
red with trees, that forms the mar- 
gin of the lake, cloſing gradually in 
a thick wood of tall trees, above the

Hon. William Conyng- 
ham, who has appropriated a ſum 
of twenty thouſand pounds, to get 
proper accommodations for the fiſh- 
ermen, and to carry on the north- 
welt fiſheries to the beſt advantage. 
The patriotic principle that actua- 
ted this gentleman, was moſt de- 
ſervedly countenanced by parlia- 
mentary encouragement. The fiſh- 
cries will now give employment to 
thouſands, who were formerly idle, 
and there is no doubt but in time 
will prove an excellent nurſery for 
ſeamen, befides being a ſource of 
wealth to the kingdom in general. 
Nothing can contribute more to.this 
great end, than a late act of parlia- 
ment, for regulating the payment 
of bounties, and exempting them 
from fees, obtained by the Rt. Hon, 
the Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons; an act that will give ſinews 
to induſtry, and employment to 
thoufands. The coaſt fiſhery bill will 
alſo prove highly animating to the 
fpirit of enterprize, as beſides an 
additional bounty of ten ſhillings a 
ton, for every veſſel, not under 
twenty nor above a hundred tons, 


it offers a bounty of three pounds 444 
ton to all ſuch perſons who build on 


the north-weſt coaſt of Ireland, any 
veſſels fit for fiſhing in deep water, 
not under twenty, nor upwards of 
ſixty tons. Theſe bounties muſt 
have the beſt effects. They will in- 
duce perſons to engage in the-frſh- 
eries, and to become proprietors of 
veſſels, who otherwiſe might not 
have thought of ſuch ſubjects; and

lege, though there was no army to 
relieve it, It was again inveſted. in 
September, 1691; and when the 
town capitulated on the 13th of 
October following, the garriſon ob- 
tained very honourable terms, being 
allowed to retire wherever they 
pleaſed ; and were tolerated in the 
free exerciſe of their religion. Li- 
'merick alſo ſuſtained a ſevere ſiege 


in the time of Cromwell, from Ire- 


ton, whoſe army was bravely repul- 
ſed in ſeveral attacks, and would 
have been totally ruined, but for 
the feuds and animoſities that pre- 
voailed in the town, ſome being at- 
tached to the Nuncio, others to the 
king, and a conſiderable majority 
inclined to a ſurrender. lt hath a 
military governor, and town major 
on the eſtabliſhment, and the gar- 
riſon conſiſts generally of twenty- 
two companies of foot. The civil 
government is by a mayor, record- 
er, ſheriffs and town-clerk., It is 
the ſee of a biſhop, united to Ard- 
fert and Aghadoe, and is adorned 
with a fine cathedral. It gives the 
title of Viſcount to the Earl of 
Clanbraſſil. The place is well built, 
and contains about 4000 houſes; 
and the number of people are com- 
puted at 40,000. Proviſions are ex- 
tremely cheap in this city ; but the 
ſituation renders the air moiſt, and 
conſequently unwholſome to ſtrang- 
ers. The houſes are moſtly new, of 
brick, large, and in right lines, Here 
are docks, quays, and a cuſtom- 
houſe, which is a good building, 
faces the river, and on the oppoſite 
bank is a large quadrangular one, 


aſſembly «houſe, built for the pur- 
pole, which is roomy and elegant ; 
and plays and concerts are. occa- 
ſionally performed. From Clonmel- 
ly-Hill, near this towa, the proſ- 
pect is very noble. There is a view 
of the Shannon from Limerick to 
Foyne's Iſland, which is thirty miles, 
with all its bays, bends, iſlands, and 
fertile ſhores. It is from one to three 
miles broad, a moſt noble river, de- 
ſerving regal navies for its ornament. 
Limerick is daily encreaſfing in 
trade; and a new and elegant town, 
beyond Baal's Bride, called News | 
town-Smith,/ has been lately built 
by Lord Pery. 1

remaining five hundred wholly ap- 
plied themſelves to ſpiritual exer- 
ciſes : but what credit is to be 
given to this account we will not 
. affirm. The ruins of the abbey 
may till be ſeen, conſiſting of the 
walls of a church, which by ao 
means beſpeak either antiquity, or 
its former ſplendor. The E. end is | 
forty-ſeven feet long by fixteen 
broad, with a plain, narrow window. 
The centre, or nave, is thirty-three 
feet by twenty-eight and a half;

12 yards. 


The coaſt of Mucruſs fake is exceed- 


ingly beautiful, being decorated 
with a continued wood of arbutus,

The harbour is very 
commodious, and perfectly ſecure; 
ſo large, that the Engliſh and Dutch 
Smyrna fleets have anchored therein 
at the ſame time. There is a dock 


and yard for repairing ſhips of war, 
and a crane and gun wharf for| 


landing and ſhipping heavy artillery, 
with a hulk in time of war, for 
laying down and careening ſhips of 
great ſize, with the proper eſtabliſi- 
ment of a royal yard, the more re- 
markable, as this is the only one in 


— 
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the iſtand. In time of war it is 
greatly frequented, home ward and 
outward bound Eaft India and Weſt 
India fleets often putting in here, as 
well as the largeſt ſquadrons of the 
royal navy, Ships may fail into or 
out of this harbour, keeping in the 
middle of the channel, with the- 
utmoſt ſafety. Within the haven, 
on the weſt fide, lies a great ſhelf, 
which ſhoots a great way off from 
the land, but leaves an ample pal- 
ſage by the fide of it, in which, as 
in all the reſt of the harbour, it is 
many fathoms deep. This haven 
for ſome miles goes in N. N. E. but 
afterwards turns weſtward till it 
reaches the quay of Kinſale, where 
ſhips may ride in eight or nine

In 
the gardens belonging to Youghall 
the potatoe it is ſaid was firſt planted. 
This improvement is aſcribed to Sir 
Walter Raleigh with much proba- 
bility, for this was a part of the eſtate 
he ſold to the Earl of Cork. It ſeems 
however, that no proper inſtructions 
were given to the perſon who cul- 
tivated it; fince, upon its coming 
up and-growing pretty high, he at- 
tempted to eat the apple, which he 
tdok to be the fruit of the plant;

The ſhores of it are rocky and pre- 
cipitous / affording however 2 few 
harbours for ſmall craft, and abound- 
ing with gloomy caverns, in which 
ſeals are ſometimes ſeen rolling their 
Howth, though 
now ſtript of trees, was formerly 


covered with venerable oaks. It 


certainly was # ſeat of the Druids, 


for one of their altars till remains 


in a ſequeſtered valley, on the eaſt 
ſide of the hill, It has been in the 
poſſeſſion of the family of St. Lau- 
cence above 600 years, That family 
is ſo called from their having gained 
= victory over the Danes, on their 
firit landing hereabouts in 1177, on 
St. Laurence's day, their former 
name being Triſtram.

He was deſcended from Enguſa 


Nafrack, the firſt ſon of the king of 


Caſhel, who was a chriſtian; Enguſa 
having been converted by St. Patrick 
who came to Ireland in 431, Hiſto- 
rians give different accounts of the 
death of Cormac. But the beſt ac- 
counts of it, namely the annals of 
Ultter, and thoſe of Innisſallen, ſay 
that he was killed in battle by the 
army of Flan, king of Ulſter in 908. 
He was buried in the cathedral of 
Caſhel, but in what part of it is not 
known, He was a learned man, 
and author of the hiſtory known by 
the name of the Pſalter of Caſhel. 
About the time of the coming of the 
Engliſh, in the reign of Henry II. 
and in the year 1169, Donald 
O'Brien, king of Limerick, built a 


| new church from the ground, and 


endowed it, converting the old 
church of Cormac into a chapel 
or chapter-houſe on the ſouth fide 
of the choir ; ſo that probably the 
whole of the antient cathedral, ex- 
cept Cormac's chapel, and the round 
tower, was built by Donald O'Brien. 
Richard O'Hedian - archbiſhop of 
Caſhel, in the reign of Henry V. 
repaired this "church, in the year 
1421, it being then much decayed : 
he alſo built a hall for the vigar's 
choral, to whom he gave the lands 
calledCrange-connel and Thurliſbeg. 


About the year 1495, the Earl of. 


Kildare, being offended with David

Sligo is a large borough and ſea-port 
town, capital of the county of the 
ſame name, and carries on à con- 
ſiderable trade ; it hath a charter- 
ſchool for ſixty children. In 1245, 
2 caſtle was built here by Maurice 
Earl of Kildare: in 1271, it was 
deſtroyed, but was rebuilt by 
Richard Earl of Ulſter in 1310. 
A monattery, under the invocation 
of the Holy Croſs, for Dominican 
friare, was founded here, in'1252, 
by Maurice Fitzgerald, who was 
lord juſtice of this kingdom in the 
year 1229. The few ruins of 'this 
once ſpacious and beautiful munaſ- 
tery evince its former ſplendour ; 
three fides of the cloiſter ſtill re- 
main, covered with an arched roof ; 
the arches and pillars are of extra- 
ordinary workmanſhip, and a few of | 
the pillars are adorned with ſculp- 
ture: the great eaſt window. is 
beautiful, and the high altar orna- 
mented with relie vos in the Gothic 
ſtyle, but now ſo overwhelmed 
with bones and ſkulls, as to prevent 
a minute deſcription : the nave is | 
ſpacious, with a paſſage round it | 
in the nature of 2 gallery, and 


feet diſtant from each other: in the 
corner to the right, as you look 
towards the altar, is the totub of 
O'Connor, with the figure of him- 
ſelf and his lady, and an inſcription 
now almoſt defaced. ' Here are alſo 
ſeveral vaults and cells, and the 
tower in the centre is pretty entire, 
except the battlements. This great 
and curious monument of antiquity 
beſides ſuffering from the ravages 
of time, is ſaid to have alſo re- 
ceived ſome injury from Cromwell.
